~— Election of Representative 
Richard M. Webster (Rep.) of 
Carthage as Speaker of the Mis- 
souri House of Representatives 
today cleared the way for final 
action on the important St. Louis 
earnings tax bill. 

Webster defeated two other 
Republican candidates in a party 
caucus this morning, and was 
elected without opposition when 
the House convened this after- 
noon, 

He succeeds Lester A Vonder- 
schmidt, who died unexpected- 
ly of a heart attack last Wednes- 
day. After Webster was sworn 
in by Supreme Court Justice 
Roscoe C. Conkling, the House 
and Senate in joint session con- 
ducted a memorial service for 
Mr. Vonderschmidt.

April 19—Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
today told the United Nations 
Disarmament Commission that 
Russia may not participate in 
private talks of a subcommittee 
to find ways of outlawing hydro- 
gen and atom weapons unless 
Red China, India and Czecho- 
slovakia were appointed on the 

closed-door-group. 

Vishinsky’s statement imply- 
ing that the Soviet Union would 
torpedo the secret discussions 
aimed at preventing nuclear 
war, unless Communist nomi- 
nees were included on the sub- 
committee, foll6wed his morning 
assertion that Russia was eager 
to outlaw hydrogen bombs even 
though it has produced the 
deadly weapons. 

“We had the atom bomb, but 
we would never consent to the 
‘infamous’ Baruch plan for in- 
ternational control,” Vishinsky 
declared. “Now we have the 
hydrogen bomb and we want to 
prohibit its use just as we 
want to prohibit the atom bomb. 
But we will not agree to the 
Baruch plan. 

“We called for a ban on 
atomic weapons when we did 
not have any atomic bombs, and 
continued to call for such a ban 
when we got the atom bomb. 
We call for a ban on the hydro- 
gen bomb although we have this

The Senate and the House, 
while they passed different types 
of enabling legislation, both ap- 
proved a three-year limitation 
on the city’s authority to levy 
the earnings tax. The point of 
order will be that the confer- 
ence committee had no right to 
eliminate this provision.

Vishinsky’s observation was the 
first reference here to the Soviet 
attainment. 


Vishinsky’s remarks came in 
the course of a long harangue 
by the Russian spokesman, 
urging enlargement of the sub- 
committee composed of the Big 
Four powers and Canada, pro- 
posed by the United Kingdom. 
Vishinsky repeated assertions 
that the group would be “one- 
sided” if the nations he suggest- 
ed were not members. 


Vishinsky said the General As- 
sembly had no intention of limit- 
ing membership to members of 
the Disarmament Commission 
when suggesting private discus- 
sion among “nations principally 
concerned.” Indians, Czechs and 
Communist *Chinese were as 
much concerned as other peo- 
ple, he said, and must be at hand 
if a decision was to be reached. 

“An acceptable solution means 
acceptable to all,” he concluded.

He has announced that he will 
not be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the Legislature this year. 
Many Republicans felt that who- 
ever was elected Speaker now 
would have a head start in the 
contest for the presiding office 
in the next Legislature if the Re- 
publicans retain control of the 
House, and the idea of naming a 
Speaker who would not be in 
~ the next Legislature appeaiéd to 
them. 

Webster Is Attorney. 

Webster, 31 years old, is an 
attorney and stock raiser. He 
was elected to the House in 
1948 and served two terms. In 
1952 he won the Republican 
nomination for State Attorney 
General, but was defeated by 
John M. Dalton, the Democratic 
candidate. 

His successor in the Legisla- 
ture, Ray Harvey of Carthage, 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent last year, and Webster was 
named in a special election to 
fill the vacancy. 

In the. caucus on a new Speak- 
er, Majority Floor Leader Chris- 
tian F. Stipp of Carrollton and 
Representative Dwight Beals of 
Kansas City made it a three-way 
eontest on the first ballot. Then 
Beals dropped out, and Webster 
was chosen on the second ballot. 

By caucus agreement, the 
count was not disclosed, but it 
was reported that Webster de- 
feated Stipp by a “very close 
vote.” 

‘The House was prepared to 
vote on a measure which would 
authorize St. Louis to levy a 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent on 
earnings for a limited period, 
and to make the tax permanent 
if approved by a vote of city 
residents. 

‘The referendum would have 
to be held by April 15, 1955. 
If the city failed to submit its 
tax ordinance to a vote by this 
date, the tax would expire then. 
If a majority of those voting 
in the election approved, the 
tax would become permanent. 
If the proposal failed to carry, 
the tax would automatically ex- 
pire April 15, 1956. 

Bill Approved by Senate. 

The Senate approved the bill 
by a vote of 24 to 10 last 
Wednesday. Passage by the 
House would complete legisla- 
tive action on the measure and 
send it to Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly for signature. 

If defeated in the House, the 
measure would be returned to 
the: joint conference committee 
for further study. Sponsors were 
hopeful that the House would 
overcome opposition from St.

Specific Charges.

1. Corresponding and holding 
intercourse with the enemy. 

2. Informing on Pfc. Edward 
M. Gaither of Philadelphia, a 
fellow P.O.W., by telling the 
enemy Gaither intended to es- 
cape. As a result, the charge 
said, Gaither suffered beatings 
and other torture. 

3. Informing on Cpl. Martin 
Christensen of Libertyville, Il, 
and telling the Communists he 
had a gun in his possession. 
The charge said that as a result 
the soldier was “jailed and re- 
peatedly beaten.” | 

Dickenson was one of the 23 
American P.O.W.s who first re- 
fused repatriation, but later he 
and one other P.O.W. changed 
their’minds and came home.

Senators to Meet Again 
Tomorrow to Try to 
Decide McCarthy’s 
Role in Army Hear-

WASHINGTON, April 19 — 
The Senate Investigations Sub- 
committee met today and re- 
cessed without announcing any 
decision on specific rules to be 
followed in the forthcoming in- 
vestigation of the charges which 
Republican Senator Joseph Mc- 
Carthy and top Army officials 
have been leveling at each 
other. 

Senator McCarthy was pres- 
ent at the hearing, however, and 


his attitude during questioning 
after the session ied reporters 
to speculate that the Wisconsin 
Senator will retain the right to 
cross-examine witnesses and 
otherwise take part in the com- 
mittee proceedings, relinquish- 
ing only the right to vote on 
committee decisions in the case. 
Area of Agreement. 

The committee was in execu- 
tive session for nearly three 
and one-half hours. At its end, 
Senator Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, told reporters in the 
presence of McCarthy apd Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington (Dem.), 
Missouri, a subcommittee mem- 
ber, that the Senators had ar- 
rived at an area of agreement 
on rules for procedure. 

He said these rules had not, 
owever, been formalized and 
that this action would be held in 
abeyance until another meeting 
tomorrow morning to accommo- 
date Senator McClellan of Ar- 
kansas, ranking Democratic 
member of the subcommittee, 
and Senator Jackson of Wash- 
ington, third minority member 
of the subcommittee. 

Both were out of the city and 
unable to attend today’s session. 
Mundt said that postponement 
of action on the rules to await 
McClellan and Jackson was at 
the suggestion of,Senator Sym- 
ington. 

Contentious Question. 

The most contentious ques- 
tion facing the subcommittee to- 


day was a decision on oe al 


to attempt to deprive McCarthy 
of the privilege of cross-exam- 
ining witnesses. McCarthy has 
said that he would insist on that 
type of procedure and would 
at the same time be willing to 
give the same privilege to Sec- 
rectary of the Army Robert 
Stevens and Army Counsel 
John G. Adams, who are at 
loggerheads with McCarthy, 
M.. 
u 
committee staff member. 

Bitter charges have rocketed 
back and forth between these 
partisans. McCarthy and Cohn 
‘have charged that Stevens and 
Adams tried to blackmail him 
and Cohn into dropping their 
investigation of alleged  sub- 
versives in the Army. Stevens 
and Adams have accused Mc- 
Carthy and Cohn of exerting 
undue pressure on them in an 
effort to obtain special prefer- 
ential treatment for Pvt. G. 
David Schine, former consultant 
to the McCarthy committee and 
now a military policeman. 

Decline Direct Answers. 

Both Mundt and McCarthy de- 
clined repeatedly to answer di- 
rect questions as to what would 
be the extent of McCarthy’s par- 
ticipation in the hearings. Mundt 
said there was agreement among 
the members that nothing would 
be disclosed until after tomor- 
row’s sessions. McCarthy agreed 
that this was a “wise decision.” 

In his talk with reporters 
after the hearing, however, Mc- 
Carthy indicated that he either 
has retained the right to ques- 
tion witnesses or expects to be 
formally given that privilege to- 
morrow. 

There has been some discus- 
sion here that if McCarthy re- 
fused to step out of the hearing 
proceedings entirely, the ques- 
tion might be taken to the Sen- 
ate for determination. 

McCarthy was asked today if 
there was anything in the pres- 
ent situation which indicated an 
appeal to the Senate might be 
necessary. 

‘Can Leave Without Worry.’ 

“IT don’t see how you can 
deny the chairman of a com- 
mittee the right to question 
witnesses,” he said. “There is 
no doubt in anybody’s mind as 
to where I stand on that. The

Powell told the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee: “My refusal is 
based on my Constitutional priv- 
ileges not to be a witness against 
myself.” 

The Fifth Amendment to the 
| Constitution says no man may 
be compelled to testify against 
| himself. 

Powell took the witness chair 
accompanied: by Attorney Dan- 
iel B. Maher. 

Balks at First Question. 
,. Senator Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, committee chairman, ad- 
ministered the regular oath, 
swearing the witness to tell the 
truth, and asked: “How long 
have you been with the FHA?” 

When Powell, a small, gray- 
haired man, pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment, Capehart told him: 

“We're not going to try to 
force you to answer.” 

(The United Press said Cape- 
hart asked Powell whether he 
would refuse to answer any of 
his questions “regardless of how 
— or simple” they might 


(Maher, Powell’s attorney 
broke in to say that Powell 
would refuse to answer all ques- 
tions on the basis of self-incrim- 
ination. 

(Capehart said, “we are not 
here to persecute or embarrass 
anyone.” 

(Capehart said, however, that 
Powell had been called before 
the committee because it felt 
he was “the one man who ought 
to know the strength and weak- 
nesses of the law” dealing with 
rental housing. 

(After Powell refused to -an- 
swer any questions, Capehart 
dismissed him, saying: “We 
thank you for your courtesy. We 
think it is a mistake, but that’s 
your privilege.”) 

Sought Facts on Loans. 

The committee had expected, 
through questioning of Powell, 
a former St. Louisan, to go into 
reports of apartment builders 
getting FHA loans beyond the 
cost of their projects and pock- 
eting the difference. 

These projects go back prior 
to 1950,..when that particular 
program was ended.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 19 (UP) 
—Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today after a con- 


ference with President Eisen- 
hower on the tense situation in 
southeast Asia, that he thinks it 
“unlikely” American troops 
would have to be sent to Indo- 
china. 

He emphasized that he was 
speaking for himself and not the 
President. 

Dulles flew to the President’s 
vacation headquarters and went 
into conference with Mr. Eisen- 
hower shortly after noon. A 
statement was issued following 
the meeting which lasted almost 
two hours. 

The Secretary said that after 
reviewing the world situation 
with the President. he was con- 
vinced however that the pere 
sistent menace of Soviet Com- 
munism made it “imperative 
that there be collective meas- 
ures to meet that menace.”

Mrs. Petrov lost her shoes in 
the melee. Her guards marched 
her straight on to the plane, 
ignoring her cries, “My shoes. 
I've lost my shoes.” 

Enraged spectators at one 
point rolled the gangway stairs 
away from the plane in an at- 
tempt to prevent the Soviet 
.guards from boarding. They 
threatened the Soviet diplomats 
who escorted the party to the 
plane. 

Hoses Turned on Crowd. 

(The Associated Press report- 


ing a rush on the plane, called 
the airport fire engine and wa- 
ter hoses were quickly trained 
on the crowd, which fell back. 

(Despite the crowd’s belief 
that Mrs. Petrov had been forced 
to board the plane, the Associ- 
ated Press said, the Australian 
government had made it clear 
she would not have to return 
to Russia if she did not want to.) 

But through it all, the sobbing 
woman did not make the ap- 
peal to Australian’ security 
guards that would have saved 
her—an appeal to join her hus- 
band in political exile here. 

Mrs. Petrov’s actual depar- 
ture began several hours before 
at Canberra where she had been 
staying in the Soviet embassy. 
Heavily veiled, she was driven 
200 miles to the airport at Syd- 
ney. 

Czechs Among Crowd. 

A group of anti-Communist 
Czechs were among the crowd of 
1500 spectators and took part 
in the demonstration. The 
Czechs carried placards that 
read: 

“We want the release of all 
political prisoners in Czechoslo- 
vakia. We want. free elections 
in Czechoslovakia.” 

Two harassed embassy offi- 
cials who helped the escorts put 
Mrs. Petrov on the plane had 
to ask police protection from 
the crowd as they turned to 
leave. They were hurriedly 
taken from the airport through 
a side entrance.

Dulles's confidential report to 
the Congressional leaders—both 
Democratic and Republican— 
was expected to cover this point 
as well as his plans for the 
Geneva conference on Korea 
and Indochina which opens next 
Monday.

| WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
|. With Congress entering the 
| second half of its projected 
1954 session this week, only one 
major item on President Eisen- 
hower’s program has been 
passed and sent to his,desk. 

This was the billion dollar 
annual highway spending bill on 
which Congress completed action 
last week. Of 13 other major 
proposals, eight have not even 
reached the floor of either 
branch. Congress normally 
moves at a slow legislative pace 
in the early months of the year. 

But with committees grinding 
away, the President’s congres- 
sional lieutenants profess high 
optimism on his eventual batting 
average. 

However, a number of recom- 
mendations have aroused sharp 
opposition, and with members 
of Congress anxious to get out 


lof Washington as soon as possi- 
ble to campaign, prospects for 
parts of the program appear un- 
eertain. 

A joint statement of Senate 
Leader Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, 2nd House Leader Hal- 
leck (Rep.), Indiana, issued by 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee Saturday night, said they 
were confident that at least 72 
per cent of the Eisenhower pro- 
gram would be enacted this 
year. 

That would be as good as last 
year, they said, and would com- 
pare with a 43 per cent average 
which the Republicans listed for 
former President Truman in his 
last six years in office. 

Nothing of major importance 
was scheduled for this week. The 
House is in recess until next 
Monday. The Senate pro- 
grammed action on routine bills 
today. Later in the week, it may 
get around to discussing farm 
legislation in connection with a 
bill to authorize subsidy pay- 
ments to domestic wool growers.

suming attempt” to unite Korea 
by peaceful means. 


Rhee didn't say what his Gov- 
ernment would do if the confer- 
ence fails. There was a thinly- 
veiled threat in his statement 
that “we obviously cannot con- 
tinue to sit idly by while the 
Communists exterminate or exile 
our people to the north and 
make a Red Chinese province 
out of half our country.” 

The 77-year-old President 
said “clear and encouraging” as- 
surances from the United States 
“enable us to go to Geneva with 
confidence and _ considerable 
hope.” 

Rhee didn't elaborate on the 
assurances. In New York You 
Chang Yang, Korean Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, said 
his nation had been assured (1) 
the United States will aid in 
greatly increasing the Republic 
of Korea’s army and (2) a prime 
objective of the conference will 
be to re-unite all of Korea and 
eliminate all Red Chinese troops 
from that country. 

A highly placed Korean source 
said the assurances were con- 
tained in a letter from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower delivered to 
Rhee Sunday by United States

, nique proved feasible by Russian 
scientists, a california Congress- 
man said last night. 

Republican Representative 
Craig Hosmer said Soviet scien- 
tists—using a principle dis- 
credited as “unworkable” by 
Western experts—built the first 
deliverable H-bomb, or useful 
thermonuclear weapon. 

Hosmer said American ability 
to pirate the Russian technique, 
by analyzing radioactive clouds 
from Russian H-bomb, made it 
possible to construct the United 
State’s first deliverable H-bomb. 
American scientists had earlier 
succeeded in making bulky hy- 
drogen devices” too large to 
be used as weapons. 

(Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips, (retired), military analyst 
of the Post-Dispatch, in an ar- 
ticle in yesterday's Post-Dispatch 
said that efforts of American 
scientists to develop hydrogen 
weapons have been helped from 
analysis of the dust of the pow- 
erful Russian hydrogen explo- 
sive of last August.) 

Hosmer is a former counsel 
for the Atomic Energy. Commis- 
sion and he was employed at 
Los Alamos. 

Hosmer said our present H- 
bombs were constructed on “en- 
tirely different scientific prin- 
‘viples” than those used in mak- 
ing our 1952 “device.” He said 
the principles were considered 
impractical until samples of ra- 
dioactive particles from the Rus- 
sian bomb were obtained. 

Analysis of the Russian H- 
bomb was our first positive indi- 
cation that the discarded prin- 
ciple was good after all, he said. 

Hosmey asserted also it was 
impossible to prove whether or 
not there was any “deliberate 
delay” by United States scien- 
tists in developing the H-bomb. 

“No congressional committee 
or loyalty board has the scien- 
tific knowledge needed to decide 
the issue,” he said. 

Hosmer said that after the 
Russians proved the value of 
the new technique “We then 
proceeded immediately to build 
our H-bombs along these new 
simplified lines and are now 
testing them in the Pacific.” 

Before learning of the method 
used in constructing the Russian 
bomb, Hosmer said, many 
United States nuclear physicists 
believed it impossible to de- 
velop an H-bomb small enough 
in size to be deliverable as a 
war weapon. 

He pointed out that our 1952 
H-device needed an entire build- 
ing to house it. 

‘‘Meanwhile,” he said, “the 
Russians, using Italian and Ger- 
man physicists captured after 
World War II, built and ex- 
ploded a smaller H-bomb deliv- 
erable as a war weapon.”

that the defendants never con- 
spired to advocate overthrow of 
the Government by force and 
violence—the offense for which 
they are charged. 

Calls Charge “Nonsense.” 

The Government's charge, she 


stated, is “the biggest nonsense | 


I ever saw,” 
based on “perjured testimony 
by paid informers.” 

The defendants ‘saw the pos- 
sibility in the future of. a peo- 
ple’s rights government in which 
the majority of the American 
people would be united against 


monopoly capital and for peace,” | 


Mrs. Kaufnifan said. 


The defense attorney said she | 
represented the prosecution in | 


the Nuernberg war crimes trials 
in Germany and declared that 
suppression of such “political” 
organizations as the Communist 
party was the first step in the 
deprivation of civil rights, adopt- 
ing a pattern followed: by the 
Nazis. 

Mrs. Kaufman indicated there 
would be no defense testimony 
in behalf of Mrs. Forest. She 
argued that the Government 
“wholly failed” to prove this 
defendant was engaged in any 
conspiracy. Mrs. Forest, she 
said, engaged only in the “law- 
ful activities” of a “legal politi- 
cal party.” 

Denies Advocating Force. 

Another defendant, Marcus A. 
Murphy, Negro, who iss acting 
as his own attorney, read to 
the jury a long statement in 


force and violence. 

“I oppose force and violence 
because I have lived in the very 
shadow of it all my life,” he 
said. “I am in direct opposition 
to force and violence. I have 
committed no crime. 

“It is incumbent on me to 
defend my ideals and the party 
with which I am associated. The 
Government has brought the 
wrong man to the bar. My life 
and work over the years belie 
the contention that I am a man 
of evil intent.” 

Murphy reviewed his life, 
saying he was born on a farm 
in Georgia in 1908 “as far as 
I know.” and that he became 
an orphan as a small child. 

He told the jury he went to 
work in an iron foundry at 14 
and later turned to ditch dig- 
ging, experiencing many years 
of living in extreme poverty. 

During the depression of the 
1930s, he was given little con- 
sideration at relief offices simp- 
ly because he was a Negro and, 
as a result, his family suffered, 
Murphy asserted. 

Murphy recalled he went to 
work in Birmingham, Ala., but 
was fired for helping to organ- 
ize a union—an activity that 
caused him, he said, to be black- 
listed for employment anywhere 
in the Birmingham area. 

Joins Young Communists. 

He joined the Young Commu- 
nist League in 1930 and, later, 
the Communist party. As a 
party member, he had an oppor- 
tunity for the first time in his 
life to “get up at a meeting 
conducted by white persons” 
and discuss the Negro’s prob- 
lems, Murphy told the jury. 

Statements for the two other 
defendants — William Sentner 
and James F. Forest—were made 
at the start of the trial Jan. 25. 

Before Mrs. Kaufman made 
her opening statement, Judge

The Pyongyartg radio did 
not name delegates accompany- 
ing Nam Il, head of the Com- 
munist delegation during two 
years of Korean armistice nego- 
tiations at Panmunjom. 


Canadians Gloomy on Leaving 
for Geneva Talks. 


OTTAWA, April 19 (AP)—A 
gloomy Canadian delegation 
leaves today for the Geneva 
conference on Korea and Indod- 
china.

Pearson and his aids were re- 
ported to hold little hope that 
Communist China and Russia 
will even approach the United 
Nations aim—a unified Korea 
where free elections could be 
held.

Hollyday said he asked the 
vice presidents of seven banks, 
gil active in making home re- 
pair loans, to come’to Washing- 
ton to study the problem. That 
was last June; by September the 
committee recommended new 
regulations which- were adopted, 
Hollyday said. 

The new regulations went into 
effect Dec. 1. Hollyday said that 
not pniy was he satisfied then 
that the regulations “would go 
a long way toward preevnting 
improper practices”; that they 
also were considered sufficient 
by President Eisenhower's ad- 
visory committee on housing, 
which developed the Admfistra- 
tion housing legislat'‘on now be- 
fore the committee. 


Nevertheless, Hollyday said, 
FHA continued to follow up 
complaints, even though FHA’s 
investigative staff consisted of 
only three persons when he took 
office. 


“The position of FHA eommis- 
sioner is the only public office 
I have ever held,” Hollyday 
said. Declaring himself grate- 
ful for the opportunity to serve 
the Government, he went on: 

“It is my earnest hope that 
this committee’s hearings and 
studies will result in measures 
to strengthen FHA and make its 
usefulness even greater in the 
interest of our national housing 
policy.” 

Hollyday outlined these steps

COMPARES. RUSSIA, 
U.S. IN ATOM RAGE 


Cole Says We Lead in Quan- 
tity but Not Necessarily 


in Quality. 


NEW YORK, April 19 (AP)— 
Representative W. Sterling Cole 
(Rep.), New York, chairman of 
the Senate-House Joint Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy, says the 
United States has a quantitative 
but not necessarily a qualitative 
lead over the Russians in the 
atomic energy race. 

In a talk recorded for broad- 
cast this morning, Cole said: 

“We have a substantial lead 
over the Russians from the 
standpoint of quantity in the 
field of atomic energy, but I am 
not sure we have the lead from 
the standpoint of quality. 

“We should not underestimate 
the Russian scientist.”

WASHINGTON, April 19. 


HE Pacific nations, Australia, New Zealand, the Philppines, 
T Formosa and Japan, present a different problem from that 

of the Southeastern Asia countries which are in a direct path 
of Communist aggression from Red China. 

Yet, if one of those southerly countries, Indochina, should 
fall to the Reds through a military or diplomatic victory, the 
economic and psychological effects would be almost immediately 


felt in the Pacific nations. 


As President Eisenhower told 
a recent press conference, the 
loss of Southeast Asia to the 
Communists would turn. the 
flank of the Free World's island 
defense chain of Japan, For- 
mosa and the Philippines and 
would threaten Australia and 
New Zealand. 

The President further pointed 
out that, economically speaking, 
a Communist victory in South- 
east Asia would deprive Japan 
of a trading area and force it 
to turn to China and Russia in 
order to live. 

The Pacific nations are far 
more stable politically than the 
countries of South Asia, most 
of which are emerging from | 
colonial status. They are com- 
posed of homogeneous peoples 
and their standards of living 
are higher. The Communists, 
while present in all, are small 
in number and are not consid- 
ered an effective force. All 
must be reached by water so 
Communist military aggression 
would be possible only by sea 
or air, a prospect apparently 
years distant. 


Depend on Trade. 
All, however, depend on in- 
ternational trade in varying de- 
grees for their well-being and, 


with the exception of Formosa, 
would like to do business with | 
Red China and Soviet Russia. |

It has an area of 142,000 
square miles, a population of 
87,000,000 persons, and a density 
ef 610 persons per square mile. 
The per capita share of the an- 
nual gross annual product was 
the equivalent of $100 in 1952, 
and the population is 95 per 
cent literate. 

The main industries are those 
in the export trade—cotton and 
rayon textiles, steel and steel 
products, raw silk and silk 
products, machinery, ceramics 
and toys. Its labor force last 
year numbered 40,800,000 per- 
sons and there was only one per 
cent of unemployment last fall. 

Its principal imports, in addi- 
tion to such necessary foodstuffs

Japan’s Trade Deficit. 

Japan at present has a huge 
trade deficit between exports 
and imports and the gap is only 
partly closed by American de- 
fense spending, which amounted 
to $785,000,000 last year. Before 
the war exports slightly exceed- 
ed imports. 

With American defense spend- 
ing decreasing, Japan is looking 
ahead for new and old sources 
of raw materials and for new 
and old markets. Last week the 
Japanese Foreign Office an- 
nounced that Soviet trade mis- 
sions are to be granted entry 
under strictly defined conditions. 
The conditions are necessary 
because Seviet trade missions, 
like Amtorg in the United 
States before the war, have 
as espionage and 
propaganda bases. 

For example, Japan must have 
coal.

At 
present Japan is paying around

United States Ambassador Luce 
has told Premier Mario Scelba 
that soon a proposal will be

Raising Teachers’ Salaries 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

At the Board of Education meet- 
ing April 13 Mrs. Irma Friede moved 
for action to place the St. Louis 
public school system immediately in 
@ competitive position to bid suc- 
‘cessfully for the services of desirable 
young graduate-teachers against an 
expected teacher shortage next Sep- 
tember. 


To effect her purpose, Mrs. Friede 
proposed that the beginning salary 
of beginning teachers in the St. 
Louis public school system be raised 
at once to $3200-$3400 a year ‘from 
$2800) to meet or better the salaries 
being offered by other cities of 500.- 
000 or more. She pointed out truly 
that the time for action was now 
because by May, when the board will 
meet again, or in June, all or nearly 
all of the young graduate teachers 
will have been signed up for other 
and more forehanded school systems 
and only a less desirable few will 
remain for appointment in St. Louis. 


Mrs. Friede might as well have 
saved her breath. 


Board Member Whiteside initiated 
a series of heckling, time-consuming 
« Maneuvers against Mrs. Friede’s plan. 
Board Member Stolar invoked the 
rules of the board. He said the 
superintendent already had the mat- 
ter of teachers’ salaries under con- 
sideration and that to take the pro- 
posed action would be to abandon 
established procedures and discredit 
the superintendent. 


The upshot was that so straight- 
thinking a member as Mr. Antoine 
and so public spirited a member as 
Mr. Storckman failed to grasp the 
point and Mrs. Friede’s motion failed.

* ‘Whatever else happens in the post-Easter 
week, 1954, the Eisenhower Administration's 
policy with respect to Indochina and its inten- 
tions as to how that policy may be carried out 
should be clarified. 

The President himself is scheduléd to make 
a major address Thursday night before the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association in 
New York, but four days is a long time to wait 
to clear up the confusion that now exists. 

The Indochina policy of Mr. Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles, in its simplest form, 
is that the free world cannot afford to allow 
Indochina to fall into the hands of the Commu- 
nists. ‘Where the confusion arises is in how 
that is to be prevented. 

Vice President Nixon, who is a member of 
the National Security Council and frequently 
represents President Eisenhower at its sessions, 
says that this loss must be prevented even if 
it takes United States ground troops to do it. 

Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa, ranking Repub- 
lican Senator on the Joint Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee, says that he does not believe the policy 
is to use ground troops under any circumstances, 
but that if such a policy has been decided on he 
would “like to know about it.” 

Republican Senator Kuchel, who must face 
the voters of California this year, is much dis- 
turbed by this possibility as are many other 
members of Congres’. He wants the Indochina 
issue taken over by the U.N. at once. 

~ *. ~ 

Representative Judd of Minnesota, one of the 
high-ranking Republicans on the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, says that his committee has 
been assured it will be consulted before the 
commitment of any ground troops to Indochina. 

Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, and Sena- 
tor Knowland of California, Republican leader in 
the Senate, each have made statements. Senator 
Wiley thinks it will not be necessary to use 
ground troops. Senator Knowland says the use 
of ground troops has not been discussed with 
congressional leaders. 

So far neither President Eisenhower nor Sec- 
retary Dulles has had any comment on these 
and the many other statements that have fol- 
lowed Vice President Nixon’s remarks. The 
State Department, however, has issued a release 
saying that “certain remarks with regard to 
United States policy toward Indochina have been 
attributed to a high government official.” The 
State Department then finds the remarks in 
accord with Mr. Dulles’s March 29 speech. 

* . . 

The congressional reaction to Mr. Nixon's 
ground troops statement is proof enough that in 
the public mind the Vice President went beyond 
anything that has been said before. The promi- 
nent presentation of the news, as first from “a 
high government official,” and then from Mr. 
Nixon himself, also supports this appraisal, how- 
ever the State Department may minimize it. 

While the country waits for this newest con- 
fusion to be cleared away, it is in order to Say 
that the ground troops statement, clear aside 
from its content, was not properly presented 
to the country. The announcement of a view 
of such gravity should not have been made on 
an “off the record basis” yet in a semi-public 
fashion. Obviously a luncheon audience of 400 
editors and their guests at the Hotel Statler, 
Washington, cannot be expected to suppress the 
news which it heard. 

If the remark was by way of a trial balloon, 
which could be repudiated, as has been sug- 
gested, that is even less defensible. The editors 
owe it to the free press which is in their 
keeping and to their readers not to permit their 
forum to be used in any such fashion. 
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Parades, Here and There

boulevard, but there were other parades. One 
was the parade of three Cardinals across the 
plate in Chicago on Tom Alsten’s home run.

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Temporary Homes for Children 

Any humane means by which the Board of 
Children’s Guardians can find temporary homes 
for abandoned children who are being left in the 
custody of City Hospital will be an improve- 
ment. It will be good for the children and it will 
be good for the hospital, which was never in- 
tended to be a refuge for homeless children. 
The Board has suggested the use of subsidized 
boarding homes to provide temporary care for 
these children, 

Basic to the whole problem is the fact that 
the Board does not pay enough for boarding 
homes to get as many—and as good—boarding 
homes as it requires. The shortage is chronic. 
Rates have been increased recently but are still 
below rates in other cities and less than the cost 
of caring for a child. 

The Child Welfare League of America sug- 
gested making use of the Missouri Children’s 
Home Society for temporary custody. Whether 
this method is used, or subsidized boarding 
homes, or a combination of the two, the impor- 
tant thing is to give these children proper in- 
terim care. Meanwhile, the problem will con- 
tinue until the Board is able to find as many 
adequate boarding homes as the children re- 
quire, and keep them by paying realistie rates.

Trc uble Spots in India 

Compared with the vast body of India, Eu- 
rope’s last two footholds on the subcontinent, 
Portuguese Goa and French Pondicherry, are so 
small that it takes a keen eye to spot them on a 
map. But in India they are regarded as living 
reminders of the Age of Empire and so take on 
considerable importance. 

Goa, not quite three times the area of St. 
Louis county, has been in Portuguese hands 
since 1510, and the Portuguese have no inten- 
tion of giving it up. Pondicherry, the chief set- 
tlement of the French in India, is hardly twice 
the area of St. Louis; it lies on the east coast, 
southwest of .Madras, and was first acquired by 
the French in 1674. ‘ 

Pondicherry has been the scene of a move- 
ment for merger with India. At least three of 


‘ 


the settlement's eight political subdivisions have 
already declared their “independence,” and In- 
dia has called on the French to give up the ter- 
ritory, France's attitude is likely to be the same 
as Portugal's, but that will not quell the agita- 
tion within the settlement or in New Delhi. 
Sooner or later, apparently, India expects to 
absorb both Pondicherry and Goa. 
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Starting a New Session 

How can the Board of Aldermen, which begins 
a new session Tuesday, make St. Louis a better 
community in which to work and live? 

High on any list of answers should be a firm 
determination on the part of the overwhelmingly 
Democratic leadership in the board to end the 
evil of spot zoning. In the session just ended, 
22 of the 31 zoning changes adopted were passed 
over the Mayor's veto and against the advice of 
the City Plan Commission. 

In most instances the vote to override was 
unanimous, or nearly so, because the aldermen 
wére playing the back-scratching game of “al- 
dermanic courtesy.” This permits the individual 
alderman to be*the sole arbiter of matters af- 
fecting his own ward. It is a vicious abuse of the 
legislative process, and it is hurting St. Louis. 

Zoning is the first line of defense against civic 
decay. So long as the aldermen pass spot zoning 
ordinances on the slightest request, no neighbor- 
hood is safe from the greedy real estate pro- 
moter, stability is shaken and property values 
become increasingly difficult to maintain. 

Two other subjects that demand more careful 
consideration from the aldermen are parking and 
public health. The parking ordinance, passed 
over the Mayor's veto in the last session, threat- 
ens to increase congestion downtown, especially 
on the narrow Olive and Pine transit routes. It 
was a mistake and ought to be corrected. 

In. the area of the public health, the great 
need is to make fluoridation a reality in St. 
Louis. This safe. effective and cheap method of 
attacking dental decay in children’s teeth has 
the support of Mr. Tucker and the city’s leading 
dentists and physicians. The aldermen ought 
to see that it is brought to a vote and passed. 

Another need is for the establishment of an 
airport commission that could plan, manage and 
operate all airport properties and auxiliary ac- 
tivities, rather than merely advise. Like the 
fluoridation bill, the administration’s measure 
to create such a commission died in committee. 

This is not to say that the last aldermanic ses- 
sion was a failure. To the contrary, the great 
bulk of Mr. Tucker's program was adopted. 

High -spots include the establishment of a 
parking commission, the adoption of a traffic 
code giving broad powers to the traffic com- 
missioner, widening the authority of the civil 
defense office to act in event of natural disaster, 
placing the dog pound under the health com- 
missioner, and the authorization of needed im- 
provements at the Chain of Rocks waterworks. 

Unhappily, however, this record of progress 
was marred by eagerness of ‘the aldermen to 
play a cat-and-mouse game with the Mayor and 
the Plan Commission on zoning, by the unfor 
tunate downtown-parking bill and by the failure 
even to get the fluoridation bill out of commit- 
tee. No doubt Mayor Tucker will suggest other 
areas in which the aldermen can serve St. Louis. 
But as a starter, let them correct the errors and 
deficiencies of the last session. 
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The Pope’s Noble Challenge 


Pope Pius XII made a notable declaration for 
the dedication of science to peace in his most 
important public utterance since his recent 
illness. 

Speaking of the prevailing ‘fear of a dreadful 
future,” the pontiff pledged that he will “tire- 
lessly endeavor” to bring about international 
outlawry of the A-bomb, H-bomb, germ and 
chemical warfare. Banishment of these fright- 
ful means of destruction, he said, should always 
be subordinate to “the principle of legitimate 
self-defense.” 

The other face of the fear which these new 
scientific developments have created is hope, 
a hope as great as the fear itself. Of the fear, 
Pope Pius mentioned the possibility that pro- 
longed exposure to radiation could change hu- 
man genes and produce “monstrosities.” Of 
the hope, he said “the profound forces of 
matter,” turned to “purposes of peace,” could 
“alleviate scarcity” and “offer new arms to 
medicine and agriculture.” 

These are the alternatives of horror and 
promise. President Eisenhower posed them in 
his message to the U.N. last December propos- 
ing an international agency to develop the 
peaceful potential of the atom. Pope Pius's 
message poses them with new and eloquent rev- 
erence. As we asked a few weeks ago: Can 
there be any solution other than international 
control of this awesome weapon, guaranteed by 
foolproof enforcement?

Let There Be Water 

It is comforting to hear that St. Louis County 
Water Co. expects no recurrence of the periodic 
water shortages suffered by householders in 
parts of its territory last year. By the time the 
hot weather arrives, the company’s capacity will 
have been increased 17 per cent to 75,000,000 
gallons a day, If this proves sufficient to meet 
the demand, everyone will be happy. But if it 
falls short, county officials and the water com- 
pany ought to be held strictly accountable. They 
have had more than enough time to plan and 
provide for an adequate supply. This summer, 
there should be water, not excuses. 
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Bevan Pulls the Eagle’s Feathers 

Aneurin Bevan, chronic rebel of Britain's La- 
bor party, is off the reservation again. He has 
quit the Opposition'’s “shadow cabinet” because 
Clement Attlee and other party leaders did not 
oppose the Dulles plan for a Pacific NATO and 
the rearming of Germany, 

The resignation might be considered prema- 
ture since both the Dulles pact and EDC are still 
some way from being accomplished facts. Mr. 
Bevan probably thought as much of scaring the 
Labor leaders with the prospect of a divided 
party in the next national elections. But judging 
by the rebuke given him by the London Daily 
Herald, the party paper, he did not succeed. 

Bevan’s anti-Americanism, no doubt, will al- 
ways get some response in Great Britain just as 
anti-British talk draws some cheers over here. 
But there is such a fundamental community of 
feeling between the two peoples and such an 
agreement on the common threat that Bevan's 
tactics are not a very effective stock in trade. 

There are bound to be differences, of course, 
between the two governments. They must be 

eworked out with sympathy and mutual respect. 
But only the utmost folly could cause a real 
breach. Meanwhile Mr. Bevan enjoys playing 
the gadfly. He may even provide an antidote 
against complacency. And he steadily builds his 
own campaign for Labor party leadership.

British newspaper sees Dulles stressing purely military action 
in Indochina, urges alternative course starting with indepen- 
dence: at Geneva, serious effort should be made for armistice, 
backed by pledge of united defense if aggression is renewed. 


An Editorial in The London Observer 


Mr. Dulles’s call for “united action” 
in Indochina imposes a very special re- 
sponsibility on Britain. To prevent Com- 
munist domination of the peoples—and 
the resources—of Southeast Asia is as 
vital for us as it is for the United States 
and France. 


But as the center of a Commonwealth 
which includes some of the great free 
nations of Asia, we are perhaps more 
conscious than our allies that any ac- 
tion taken by the West in this region 
must stand up to 
the critical scrutiny 
of independent 
Asian opinion. 

What has so far 
become known of 
Mr. Dulles’s views 
gives the impres- 
sion he now regards 
Chinese aid as the 
only obstacle to a 
French victory in 
Indochina — thus 
apparently adopting 
the opinion of the 
diehard colonialists 
within the French 
Government and 
Army, but substituting for their hope 
of “buying off” the Chinese Commu- 
nists the alternative idea of frightening 
them off. We hope that this impression 
will prove mistaken, for there would be 
the gravest objections to such a policy. 


In the first place, it will not work. 
The cutting off of Chinese aid might

stop the Vietminh from waging pitched ' 


battles and risking far-flung campaigns 
on the present scale, It would not by it- 
self enable the French to regain effec- 
tive control of the country while the 
insurgents continue to enjoy the sup- 
port of the majority of the Vietnamese 
population. No amount of military force, 
French or allied, can effectively quell 
a broadly based guerrilla movement 
without the aid of an equally strong 
and active popular counter-force, and 
~ can be created only by a new pol- 
cy. 


In the second place, France cannot 
continue to carry this burden indefi- 
nitely. If “pacification” by purely mili- 
tary means fails Mr. Dulles will sooner 
or later be faced with the choice be- 
tween accepting a French collapse or 
calling for direct allied intervention. 

In view of the known reluctance of 
American public opinion to accept a 
land war in Asia, he might well be led 


to prefer direct attack on the supposed 
roots of Vietminh Communist strength 
by air and naval measures against China 
—actions which, by extending the area 
of conflict, might eventually lead to 
world war. 


Finally, this policy would commit the 
forces of the Western world to partici- 
pation in what the peoples of Asia still 
regard as a colonial war. It is true that 
the collapse of French resistance 
would give new strength to Commu- 
nism throughout Asia. But the solemn 
lining up of Western force in defense 
of a colonial regime might produce the 
same result even more quickly. 


What, then, are the alternatives to a 
policy of purely military action? They 


can be summed up in two words: Inde- . 


pendence and negotiation. 


The first need is for France to grant 
the Vietnamese real and effective in- 
dependence, including the right to se- 
cede from the French Union if they so 
desire. 

Without a truly independent Vietnam 
Government, negotiation with Ho Chi 
Minh will indeed amount to surrender, 
while military action will appear to be 
taken for “imperialist” aims. Only on 
the basis of effective independence will 
the best anti-Communist elements of 
the Vietnamese nation come forward to 
form a government; only on that basis 
may they be able to gain the following 
which is needed to isolate the guerrillas 
and restore order. 


But the creation of a working Viet- 
namese state out of the present chaos 
is hardly conceivable without an armis- 
lice. Having denied military victory to 
the enemy, a serious attempt must be 
made at Geneva to negotiate a pro- 
visional settlement, with withdrawal of 
armed forces on both sides behind: de- 
fined lines; a simple military cease- 
fire, now proposed by Moscow, will not 
do in a guerrilla war without clear 
fronts. 


If this means temporary recognition 
of Communist rule of part of the ter- 
ritory, the price must be paid in return 
for giving the opponents of Commu- 
nism a chance of building an inde- 
pendent state and showing what they 
can do for their people in. the other 
part. At the same time, they should 
be protected against a renewal of ag- 
gression on Korean lines by a pledge 
both from the Western powers and from 
their Asian neighbors for united action 
in their defense. 


In the Days of Harness Oil

horse-and-buggy age, utterly meaning- 
less to anyorie who can't tell a hame 
from a trace. 


Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) has discon- 
tinued the sale of Mica axle grease 
and Eureka harness oil. Those were 
among the first and principal products 
of what was then the one and only 
Standard Oil, back around the turn of 
the century when gasoline was poured 
on the creeks to get rid of it. Both 
were familiar sights on every farm, and 
the galvanized grease pail found many 
subsequent uses after the last bit of 
goo had been frugally scraped out. 

There were no lubritoriums in those 
days, and greasing the wagon was a 
regular, though not onerous, chore. 
There were such things as wagon jacks, 
but few farmers boasted such a luxury 
except those that were fashioned from 
2-by-4s right on the place. The usual 
method was to put a long pole under 
the axle, wedge a stick of cordwood 
under the pole for a fulcrum, and put 


a boy on the end of the pole to raise 
the weight off the wheel. Then father 
would unscrew the nut with the wagon 
hammer slipped out of the doubletree 
clevis, slide off the wheel, and apply 
gobs of the dark green Mica grease to 
the bare axle with a piece of shingle. 
Care had to be taken not to let too 
much dirt or sand get onto the axle 
while the wheel was off. 


A strong man, experienced at the 
trick, could grease a wagon without a 
jack. A pull just hard enough but not 
too hard would slide the hub out far 
enough to expose the axle. Then stead- 
ily bracing the felloes with his chest, 
he could reach between the spokes and 
apply the grease. But this was no job 
for a boy. Too hard a jerk, or care- 
less relaxation of pressure, would let 
the wheel slide out so far that it 
couldn't be pushed back, or perhaps 
even drop the axle to the ground—an 
ignominious disaster that could be re- 
paired only by calling for father and 
the hired man to come with a pole.

The Mystic Mariner 
HERMAN MELVILLE: CYCLE AND EPICYCLE, by 

Eleanor Melville Metcalf. (Harvard University 

Press, 3!1 pgs., $5.50.) 

Mrs. Metcalf’s materials are numer- 
ous family letters (to, from, and about 
Melville) and other surviving corre- 
spondence; the records of diaries; mem- 
ories of conversations “with those who 
knew him before I was born”; and 
legends, and anecdotes “known to but 
a few, and most of which hay? never 
been published.” As Mrs. Metcalf says, 
“the core of the man remains incom- 
municable; suggestion of his quality is 
all that is possible.” But that quality is 
genuine human stuff, D. H: Lawrence 
to the contrary; these letters present a 
human being according to “the alleviat- 
ing circumstances of his life in their 
usual mixture with the common trials 
of humanity;” they unfold “some idea 
of the uncommon sufferings of an un- 
common man.” 


“Nothing pleases me better.” wrote 
Sophia Hawthorne, (Mrs. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne) “than 
to sit and hear this 
growing man dash 
his tumultuous 
waves of thought 
up against Mr. 
Hawthorne's great, 
genial, compre- 
hending silences.” 
There is epistolary 
essence in learning 
from this well-made 
book what the tan- 
talizing as well as 
the tumultuous 
Melville could be, 
how he could mel- 
lowly watch his cow 
eating a cut-up pumpkin (‘a pleasant 
Sight-——-she does it so mildly and with 
such a sanctity”), or fret over the oc- 
casional difficulty of seeing Hawthorne 
‘who is “up to the lips in the Universe 
again ), or scoring off Emerson's “gap- 
ing flaw’ (“the insinuation, that had 
he lived in those days when the world 
was made, he might have offered some 
valuable suggestions”). or, again, glory- 
ing in the “infinite fraternity” of his 
feeling for Hawthorne, the “sense of 
unspeakable security” it gives him 
(“knowing you persuades me more than 
the Bible of our immortality”). 

The mystic mariner, he swam the 
ocean stream with Leviathan and end- 
ed as a “triton among stones.” Why, 
precisely, may be a matter as much of 
economics as of literature. Mrs. Met- 
calf’s baring of this large area of Mel- 
ville’s past is partial answer. one that 
will be gratefully added to Melvilleana 
by specialist and novice, H. M. Tomlin- 
son, a few years ago, reminded us that 

our peering curiosity is the measure 
of his mastership. His contribution to 
the fun of life, and his deepening of 
its mystery, only quicken interest in his 
person, and desire to examine his relics 
for traces of his secrets.” Isn't a hearty 
Amen! appropriate here?

without important consequences. 
Dien Bien Phu had become a 
critical battle because Ho Chi 
Minh, with strong Chinese sup- 
port, has been attempting to de- 
stroy the French will to resist 
and. therefore, the French ca- 
pacity to negotiate, just as the 
Geneva conference is to meet. 

This caused the crisis which 
blew up in Washington before 
Mr. Dulles’s trip. It turned on 
whether direct American inter- 
vention at Dien Bien Phu was 
necessary to prevent a general 
collapse of all the resistance in 
Indochina before the Geneva 
conference. But direct interven- 
tion would surely have touched 
off a world-wide crisis of enor- 
mous magnitude and in all prob- 
ability a general war in the Far 


since that is the way it is, they 
would improve immensely the 
atmosphere at Geneva if a bat- 
tlefield truce were set up at 
Dien Bien Phu, and the wounded 
were evacuated. 

The pubtic declarations agree- 
‘ing to an “examination of the 
possibility of establishing a col- 
lective defense within the frame- 
work of the charter of the 
United Nations organization” 
have no practical bearing upon 
the war today. They must not 
be looked upon as consolation 
prizes given to Mr. Dulles in 
lieu of the ‘‘warnings” that got 
so much publicity before he 
went abroad. The declarations 
have to do with future diplo- 
|} matic moves and are not just 
a little bit of an original Ameri- 
can proposal. 
| The truth about the warning 
to Red China is that the warning 
has already been given, that it 
is and has been effective, and 
that to create the impression 
that it is necessary to negotiate 
about it with our allies can 
serve only to diminish its effec- 
tiveness. When a great power 
like the United States says plain- 
ly, as we said it long ago, that 
we would oppose the interven- 
tion of the Chinese armed forces, 
it is not necessary and it is un- 
desirable to act as if our words 
were of so little consequence 
that we have to keep repeating 
them to keep them alive. The 
| Chinese have been warned about 
Indochina, and they can have no 
doubts about it.

For how long will men insist on 
turning their backs on the salu- 
tary light of the Resurrection, 
seeking security instead in the 
deadly blasts of new weapons of 
war? 

“For how long will they op- 
pose their designs of hatred and 


of death to the Divine Savior’s 
precepts of love and his promise 
of life,” the Pope asked. 
“When will the rulers of na- 
tions realize that peace cannot 
consist in an exasperating and 
costly relationship of reciprocal 
terror, but in the Christian rule 
of universal charity, and par- 
ticularly in justice voluntarily 
applied rather than exacted?” 

The last was an obvious ref- 
erence to Communist dictator- 
ships. 

Shortly after his broadcast, 
the Pontiff pronounced his apos- 
tolic benediction “Urbi et Orbi” 
(to the city and the world) in a 
three-minute appearance. 

Pope Speaks With Strong Voice. 

The Pope has recovered from 
his illness. That was apparent 
during his 10-minute speech 
which was delivered in his pri- 
vate studio in a strong voice 
without a break or pause. 

It was even more evident 


and 
crowd and gave them his bless- 
ing with vigorous gestures. 

He waved farewell before re- 
turning to his apartments, As 
a precaution the Pope was shel- 
tered for the first time in his 
15-year reign by two crystal 
glass panels on each side of the 
balcony. He wore a white skull 
cap and a white robe and was 
bundled in a white ermine cape. 

At the start of his broadcast 
he “humbly” thanked God for 
granting him the opportunity to 
speak today and the many who 
prayed for his recovery. 

The rest of his speech was de- 
voted to the era of the hydrogen 
bomb, which he never referred 
to by name but which was his 
central theme.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—The Air Force yesterday drew 
a sharp rebuke from a House 
armed services subcommittee for 
providing ambulance service last 
fall for the Baltimore Colts foot- 
ball team. 


The group, headed by Rep. 
Hess (R., Ohio) said the Air 
Force “was just playing ‘Johnny 
Goodfellow’ at the expense of 
military personnel and _ tax- 
payers’ property supposed to be 
performing military duty.” 

The ambulance, carrying in- 
jured members of the team from 
Friendship Airport to a hospital 
here, became involved in an 
accident in which a Korean war 
veteran was killed. 

The driver, an enlisted man, 
was arrested, jailed and forced 
to appear in court several times 
before being cleared of man- 
slaughter charges. 

The subcommittee said no 
‘*humanitarian” cause was in- 
volved. It said Air Force regu- 
lations have been lax in regard 
to the use of the ambulance sta- 
tioned at Friendship.

BONN, April 19—Soviet Rus- 
sia’s extensive maneuvering to 
drive a wedge between the 
United States and Western Eu- 
rope has made virtually no 
headway in Western Germany 80 
far, but, as regards the Bonn Re- 
public, the Soviet effort appears 
to be only in its infancy. 

The factors working against 
any Russian move to seduce the 
West Germans away from friend- 


ship with the United States have 
included: 
First, the Bonn Republic is 


led by Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer and a group of men who 
have based their entire foreign 
policy on the closest possible re- 
lations with Washington. Their 
/ highest goal is to rebuild Ger- 
many as an integral part of 
Western Europe on the lines de- 
sired by the United States. They 
abhor the idea of a return to 
Germany's tragic past, and flat- 
ly reject the dangerous notion 
of trying to play Washington and 
Moscow against each other to 
Germany’s advantage. 
Hate of Communism. 

Second, the West German 

pulation of 49,000,000 hates 

ussian Communism. The latest 
measure of this hatred was the 
failure of the German Commu- 
nists to win even one seat in the 
Bonn parliament at the elec- 
tions last fall. 

Third, West Germany is still 
an occupied nation. This limits 
its freedom to respond to any 
Russian overtures. 

Fourth, the West Germans as 
a whole appear to regard the 
United States as their only real 
friend in the world. They re- 
main suspicious of the French 
and, to a considerable extent, of 
the British. There is practically 
no open anti-Americanism in the 
Bonn Republic, and relatively 
little beneath the surface. 
Some real dangers exist, how- 

ever. They are still nebulous, 
but cannot be written off. If 
; the European Defense Commu- 
nity plan for integrating West 
Germany’s armed forces into 
those of Western Europe fails, 


Adenauer’s foreign — will 
suffer a body blow. prestige 
will be badly weakened and con- 
fusion about West Germany's 
future will prevail.

HE poorly informed pseudo-expert is a dangerous 
T fellow to have around. He can convince some people 

that he knows everything about a subject, and influ- 
ence their lives, frequently for the worse. The true expert 
is a cautious one, who stays within the narrow boundaries 
of established truth, and freely admits that there is a huge 
area of uncertainty about his subject, 

Heredity is one of the studies about which some things 
are known for certain, but many, many more are still in 
the realm of speculation. Yet Mrs. A. has encountered a 
person who, out of his imaginary medical knowledge, has 
given her advice concerning cancer and heredity which 
may well jeopardize her daughter's happiness. 

“My daughter has been going with a young man who 
seems to have a lot of good qualities; but she has learned 
that both of his parents died of cancer,” she writes. “A 
friend of ours, who once studied medicine, tells us that in 
guch a case all the children will likewise have cancer. This 
has upset her a good deal—”

SHE’D BETTER LOOK elsewhere for advice, Mrs. A. 
Your expert comes a little too close to the current definition 
of an expert: “An X is an unknown quantity and a spurt 
is a little drip under pressure.” Cancer is so common that 
there are thousands of instances in which both husband 
and wife die from it, yet none of their children have 
cancer. 

It is extremely unfortunate that more widespread help 
is not available for the inquirer concerning the effects of 
human heredity, The American Institute of Family Rela- 
tions in Los Angeles is equipped to deal with such ques- 
tions, and there are half a dozen special institutes or re- 
search bureaus in human heredity, attached to various uni- 
versities. There are some hundreds of specialists who are 
studying the subject. But many people do not find them, 
or do not seek help, and therefore they may get entirely 
incorrect ideas.

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THE INFLUENCE OF HEREDITY is important in the 
most serious mental diseases; it is much less important in 
epilepsy. Two feeble-minded persons may or may not have 
feeble-minded children, on the cause of their 
feeble-mindedness. The same is true of deafness. 

Cousin marriages may or may not be desirable (so far 
as the purely biological factors are concerned), depending 
on what kind of heredity the cousins carry. If there is any 
serious mental or physical handicap in a family, it is worth- 
while to get the best possible advice about it, In most 
instances a competent study can tell something about the 
probabilities that the offspring face. It is usually impos- 
sible, for instance, to say whether or not a child will be 
born with a certain defect. It is possible to say what the 
statistical chances are, whether 1 in a 100, 1 in 10, or 
50-50. Husbands and wives will then have to use their own 
judgment, But get the facts first.

The stake was victory in the 


war against Japan and the birth 
of a new age. 


The event was Trinity, the 


code name for history’s first 
atomic bomb explosion. 


The scene was the wood-and- 


earth control house known as 
S-10, 10,000 feet south — and 
the closest observation point — 
of “zero,” the desolate explo- 
sion site on the desert of the 
2000 -square-mile Alamogordo 
Air Force Base. 


“Oppie,” the man whose reac- 
tions were so closely observed 
as a matter of historic interest, 
was Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
then 41. He was the physicist 
who ran the $60,000,000 *Los 
Alamos laboratory where 4500 
men, working with utmost speed 
and ‘secrecy, had built the A- 
bomb, and who now has been 
suspended from access to secret 
atomic and hydrogen documents 
on the basis of “derogatory in- 
formation” reported to President 
Eisenhower. 

Perhaps the strangest aspect 
of the strange case is that many 
of the secrets from which Dr. 
Oppenheimer is barred origi- 
nated in his head and are ir- 
retrievably imbedded in it. And 
nowhere was his key position in 
the success story of the atomic 
bomb more dramatically appar- 
ent than it was on that rainy 
morning in the New Mexico 
desert nine years ago. 

The tension was terrific. Hun- 
dreds of delicate laboratory tests 
had preceded the test blast, but 
the explosion itself was a step 
into the unknown. Only a few 
days previously, a thunderstorm 
had set off a duplicate of the 
bomb which contained standard 
explosives and had been 
mounted for rehearsal purposes 
atop the 100-foot steel tower 
where the real bomb was to be 
placed. Quickly precautions 
were taken against the threat 
that lightning might’ unex- 
pectedly set off the first atomic 
blast. 

As preparations for the test 
proceeded, one of the younger 
scientists became so overwrought 
that he was removed on the ad- 
vice of medical experts.

“The scene inside the shelter

Oppenheimer, the director who 
had borne the great scientific 
burden of developing the weapon 
from the raw materials made in 
Tennessee and Washington, and 
a dozen of his key assistants.... 

“As the time interval grew 
smaller and changed from min- 
utes to seconds, the tension in- 
creased by leaps and bounds. 
Everyone in that room knew the 
awful potentialities of the thing 
that they thought was about to 
happen, The scientists felt that 
their figuring must be right and 
that the bomb had to go off but 
there was in everyone’s mind a 
strong measure of doubt... . ” 


It was Gen. Farrell who 
watched Oppenheimer’s spare 
figure change during the blast— 
accomplished in less than one- 
millionth of a second—from lit- 
erally breathless agony to total 
relief. And then: 

“The tension in the room let 
up and all started congratulating 
each other. Everyone sensed 
‘This is it!” . ; . Dr. (George B.:) 
Kistakowsky (of Harvard) threw 
his arms around Dr. Oppen- 
heimer and embraced him with 
shouts of glee... .” 

Less than a month later, when 
the world learned of the A-bomb 
after it had been dropped on 
Hiroshima, Dr. Oppenheimer 
laughingly disagreed with Gen. 
Farrell’s account of the em- 
brace. 

“That’s not true,” he said. He 
didn’t embrace me. “He slapped 
me on the back and asked me 
for the 10 bucks he had bet me 
it would work.” 

Dr. Oppenheimer said he had 
wagered that a certain part of 
the experiment would fail. 

But perhaps more indicative 
of the feelings held that day by 
the man who directed America’s 
victory in a two billion dollar 
scientific arms race was an in- 
cident that occurred as Dr.

System.

It gives them certain assurance in their associations with 
other children. When asked to do what they have been 
told not to do they can say, “O-oo my mother doesn’t let 
us do that,” and say it without losing face.

No danger of making children kelplessly dependent be- 
cause of this parental authoritative support; children do 
grow, they do develop power and understanding in time, 
with experience.

Eisenhowers Set Up Housekeeping 


Mamie and lke Married in Denver, Buy Their Furniture on First Hectic Day in Texas

N Ike's wedding day—wheth- 
() er by coincidence or by de- 

sign of friendly senior of- 
ficers—a telegram went te Den- 
ver announcing his promotion to 
first lieutenant, 

The wedding ceremony was at 
noon on July 1, 1916, in the 
parlor of the Douds’ Denver 
home in front of the fireplace. 
The mantle was banked with 
flowers. The. harpist was seated 
at the turn of the stairway, and 
he played the wedding march. 

Mamie joined Papa at the foot 
of the stairs. Ike, in a white 
dress uniform walked out from 
behind the pantry door through 
the dining room into the parlor. 
Mrs. Doud and Mamie’s two 
younger sisters were there. Dr. 
William Williamson, the minis- 
ter, performed the simple cere- 
mony. 

There was no rice-throwing or 
pell-mell honeymoon departure. 
After the flurry of hugs and 
kisses and handshakes, it was 
time to move into the dining 
room for a “Sunday-style” din- 
ner. There was champagne, good 
luck toasts, a cake to be cut 
with the bridegroom’s sword. 

For John Sheldon Doud, this 
was a day of significant change. 
He had centered his life in his 
wife and daughters. Until he ac- 
quired Ike as a son-in-law, no 
man had been really close to 
him, and now he was happy in 
the prospect of a father-son re- 
lationship. He had the convic- 
tion of confidence in Mamie’s 
husband; he reached the age of 
80 and saw Dwight Eisenhower 
rise to wear the circle of five 
stars of a General of the Armies, 
the world’s foremost soldier. He 
did not live to witness the ulti- 
mate honor. Death came to him 
in 1951 while he was sitting pen 
in hand in a dressing gown in 
the small upstairs nook of his 
Denver house. His wife was in 
France with Mamie and Ike. 


“Mike,” the youngest daugh- 
ter, has since been married 
twice, but the transitions of her 
personal life have in no way 
affected her ties with her own 
family—and that includes her 
brother-in-law, whom she took 
to her childish heart on his wed- 
ding day. 

After dinner Mamie changed 
into a while silk traveling dress. 
Ike put his white uniform aside 
and reappeared in a gray suit; 
then he took “Mike” into a cor- 
ner and asked her, in their first 
head-together conversation, to 
be guardian of the bride’s bou- 
quet. Ike wanted the Cecile 
Brunner roses and lilies-of-the- 
valley to be held overnight in 
the refrigerator until he could 
return and experiment with dip- 
ping the flowers in wax. Then 
he sat on the front porch with 
his father-in-law and tried to 
talk casually until Mamie was 
ready. 

The 32-mile wedding trip be- 
gan at the interurban station 
when the electric trolley depart- 
ed for Eldorado Springs. The 
bridal couple returned to Den- 
ver the following afternoon to 
catch an eastbound train for 
Kansas, to stop over a few days 
in Abilene with Ike’s father, 
mother and brothers. 

Ike’s attempt to preserve 
Mamie’s wedding bouquet was a 
fiasco. Back at Lafayette street, 
he went into the kitchen and 
melted down a batch of paraf- 
fin, then plunged the blossoms 
—still icy from their night in 
the refrigerator—into the hot 
liquid. “Poor Ike,” says Mrs. 
Eisenhower, “he French - fried 
the flowers to a_ shrivelled 
brown mass.” There was a gen- 
eral moan all through the house, 
with “Mike” in tears. If he had 
only let her take a few blos- 
soms for pressing in the family 
Bible! 

*~ * * 
HE train out of Denver for 
Kansas did not cover the 400- 
odd miles to Abilene with 
lightning speed; it took all night, 
all next day, and into the small 
hours of another cycle of black- 
ness. There were agonizing 
spells of sidetracking and pro- 
longed station waits. In 1916, 
crossing into Kansas in midsum- 
mer, even by Pullman, was 
pretty much a slice of perdition. 

It was well after 2 o'clock of 
the second night of travel when 
the train ground to the stop at 
Abilene. Alighting from the car- 
riage with groping stiffness, 
Mamie could still feel the rock 
and sway of the train’s motion, 
and her stomach was tight with 
queasiness. Clinging to her hus- 
band, she walked slowly into the 
snug hall of the square wooden 
house that had been his home 
since his fifth year. 

The visit of the bride and 
bridegroom called for hospitality 
that would bring neighbors from 
blocks around to pay their re- 
spects with a lunch-basket sup- 
per. Ike knew this Kansas cus- 
tom, but his bride was not pre- 
pared for the fried chicken, po- 
tato salad, cakes, pies and jams 
and jellies that were dumped by 
guests in bewildering profusion 
on the long Eisenhower table. 

During the three-day visit, 
Mamie stayed close to the house, 
learning to know the quiet 
strength of her husband's 
mother. David Eisenhower, her 
husband’s father, a man of gen- 
tle nature, talked with her shy- 
ly. She recalls that she felt per- 
fectly at home, although it was 
the first time she had ever 
stayed in a strange house. 

Honeymoon notwithstanding, 
Mamie remembers that she and 
Ike bogged down in a first-class 
argument during their Abilene 
visit when Ike overstayed the 
supper hour to play cards in a 
downtown rendezvous with 
cronies from his high school 
days. When he wandered in well 
after midnight, his bride’s wrath 
was high. She might as well 
saved her breath; her brand- 


‘new husband was too sleepy to 


answer back. During the flurry 
and hurry of packing the next 
day, Mamie’s temper cooled, and

It was a hot, sunny and dusty 
July morning when the train 
from Abilene, Kan., braked to a 
grinding standstill beside a land- 
ing platform in the Missovti- 
Kansas-Texas Railroad station 
in San Antonio. The young cou- 
ple descended the steps of a 
grimy sleeping car into the out- 
stretched arms of a greeting 
committee—a boisterous group 
of young Army officers and 
pretty women. 


During the half hour they 
hung around the baggage room, 
the heat and let-down from the 
earlier excitement wilted every 
one.

AMIE suggested that they go 
i to the automobiles that 

had brought the crowd in 
from Fort Sam Houston. The 
baggage accounted for, the car 
owners, each armed with a heavy 
brass starting handle, stepped 
forward and cranked their well- 
worn automobiles.

West opened his singleton 
spade—quite naturally, in view 
of the desperate situation—and 
East put up the ace and re- 
turned the spade queen. 

Although South suspected the 
true state of affairs, he could 
not gain by ducking at the sec- 
ond trick, so he played the king, 
and mournfully saw it slaugh- 
tered. West then made a far- 
seeing return—a club. He felt 
sure that South was solid in 
trumps, and certainly South had 
the diamond ace, so there was 
only one hope for the defense— 
that South had a singleton club 
and could be cut off from 
dummy’s long suit. That was 
the case. After putting up the 
club ace, South discarded one 
spade on the club king, and tried 
for a second discard on the club 
queen, but West ruffed and 
exited with his last trump, and 
South finally had to admit 
defeat. 

Do you see how this hand 
could have been made? It takes 
a rather cute play, but there is 
nothing double-dummyish about 
it, in view of the bidding. 

South should realize that he 
has only a slim chance to get 
through three rounds of clubs— 
so he shouldn't try.

HYDE PARK. 

T is an fronic thing to note 

that over in the state of

Mr. Thomas is the one-time 
chairman of the House Un- 
American Activities Commit- 
tee who served a prison term 
after being convicted of pad- 
ding his congressional payroll. 
Yet this man is now ready to 
go before the voters and ask 
to be returned to Congress. 
He is saying such things as 
this: “Irrespective of what I 
have done, I am working now 
for America,” by which I sup- 
pose he means that he will 
work hand in hand with men 
like Senator McCarthy to 
smear more and more people 
as Communists.

THE LETTER written by 
Dr. Oppenheimer in answer 
to the charges against him 
seems to me a very fine one. 
He did not try to deny what 
he had believed and done in 
the past. He was absolutely 
frank, and I think that frank- 
ness is a measure of the trust 
he deserves. Without him, we 
might well have failed to 
make the discoveries that 
helped us end World War Ii. 

The fact that he, along with 
other scientists, may have felt 
it wiser to delay work on the 
H-bomb does not seem to me 
in any way treasonable. ile was 
carrying a heavy responsibil- 
ity. Only the physicists them- 
selves can decide wheiher it 
is right or wrong, from their 
viewpoint, to continue experi- 
ments that lead to more and 
more destructive weapons. 

It would seem to me entire- 
ly within the realm of person- 
al liberty to decide whether 
one thought this was best for 
humanity or not. Some day 
we may well explode a bomb 
that will do more damage 
than we expect, and then we 
may regret, ever having tried 
it. 


* = 

WE HAVE the H-bomb, 
however, and we know its de- 
structive power. Now we are 
left with the problem of build- 
ing the best ways of defense 
short of the use of this bomb, 
which may well destroy all 
civilization. I am not sure we 
have explored all the ways of 
defending ourselves, or of 
weakening the Soviet Union 
as far as converting the world 
to Communism goes. 

I would like to see us use 
all the machinery of the U.N. 
in the Indochina case, and in 
every other way to find ave- 
nues that will build confidence 
and not fear among the peo- 
ples of the world. 

I do not want to see us fight 
{in Indochina. But if we fight 
there without the U.N. having 
been consulted, and in a war 
where we and the British and 
French fight together, we will 
never persuade the Asians 
that this is not a case of the 
colonial powers against the 


freedom of peoples. 

It is a difficult and com- 
plex question, but I would 
rather see it settled peacefully 

in a way that is not entirely 
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of scraps, so easy!

The Resurrection 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


E celebrated the Feast of 
W the Resurrection of Our 

Lord from the grave, 
three days after He was cruci- 
fied. 

On many occasions He had 
foretold: “No man 
My life away from Me, but I 
lay it down of Myself.” On 
several occasions when there 
were attempted stonings, He 
told His enemies that it would 
do no good, for “His hour was 
not yet to come.” 

It was not until Judas came 
into the Garden that He re- 
leased the forces of evil and 
permitted them to do their 
worst: “This is your hour.” 
God had His day, but evil has 
its hour, and all that it can do 
is to turn out the Light of the 
world. 


* * * 

BUT WHAT is most peculiar 
about Easter is that although 
His followers had heard Him 
say He would break the bonds 
of death, when He actually 
did, no one believed it. They 
had to be convinced beyond 
all shadow of doubt. 

Of all the sceptics in the 
history of the world, none 
ever equalled the apostles and 
the disciples and the holy 
women. Voltaire and the like 
were credulous babes com- 
pared to them in scepticism. 
Contemporary attempts to ex- 
plain away the belief in the 
Resurrection psychologically 
fail to take this doubt into ac- 
count. 


* * * 

THE FOLLOWERS were not 
expecting a Resurrection and, 
therefore did not imagine they 
saw something of which they 
were ardently hoping. 

Even Mary Magdalene, who 
within that very week had 
been about the Resurrection 
when she saw her own broth- 
er raised to life from a grave, 


did not believe it. She came = 


on Sunday morning to the 
tomb with spices to anoint a 
body—not to greet a Risen 
Saviour. 

On the way, the question of 
the woman was: “Who will 
roll us back the stone?” Their 
problem was how they could 
get in; not whether the Sav- 
iour would get out, 

When Magdalene found the 
grave empty, the Resurrection 
did not enter her mind. She 
ran to some of the disciples, 
saying, “They have taken the 
body away and I know not 
where they have laid Him.” 

When she heard the rustling 
of someone in the bushes, she 
did not look up—so little was 
She anticipating seeing the 
Saviour; she assumed that it 
Was a gardener. 

Belief and expectancy are 
two factors that are absolutely 
essential for the production of 
psychological visions or imag- 
inings, but both were lacking 
in the case of the disciples 
and the followers.

planation” of the supposed 
phenomenon, and a typical ex. 
planation it was for men. They 
said “it is a woman's tale: 
you know how women are: 
they are always imagining 
things—are credulous and su.

When finally they were con- 
vinced on empirical grounds, 
it took seven days of evidence 
to convince the rest of the 
apostles, one going so far as 
to demand the scientific test 
of putting finger into the 
hands and hand into the 
wounded side, which evoked 
from the Saviour the words: 
“Blessed are those who have 
not seen and believe.” 

A few years ago Frank 
Morrison, a sceptic like the 
apostles, decided to write a 
kind of detective story on who 
stole the body, and thus gave 
rise to the “myth” of the 
Resurrection. His orginal ven. 
ture, as he put it in his work. 
“Who Moved the _ Stone,” 
never came to port, but found- 
ered on the rocks, and landed 
him on an “unexpected shore” 
—the belief in the Resurrec- 
tion.

the only answer to the ques- 
tion of the breach that we 
all feel psychologically in our- 
selves between the body and 
the soul. Some thinkers 
through the ages sacrificed 
the body to the soul; today 
the ‘tendency is to sacrifice 
the soul to the body. 

The Resurrection reveals 
the sacredness of both. No 
mere rational doctrine of the 
immortality can-do this per- 
fectly. 

Furthermore, as for the 
Risen Lord, it lifts Him out 
of history and makes it pos- 
sible for Him to enter into 
new relations with mankind. 

If He stayed with us in the 
flesh, He would have come no 
closer to us than the touch 
of a hand or an embrace; but 
ascending to. the Father and 
sending His Spirit of Love 
into our hearts, He became 
not an example to be copied, 
or a fact to be remembered, 
but a life to be lived and a 
communion to be shared. 

Now it is possible for us 
to embrace the crosses and 
trials of this life, knowing 
that the “sorrows of this life 
are not worthy to be compared 
to the life that is to come.”
